THRILLING STORY OF FRENCH 
PLUCK. 


(PRESS ASSOCIATION WAR SPECIAL.) 


The following despatch has been received 
from Mr. H. Warner Allen, the representative 
of the British Press with the French Army :— 

The Second Battle of Verdun (February 26 
to March 10). 
West of Douaumont, March 20. 

It is ifmpossible to describe whether.it was 
in the first battle of Verdun, which lasted 
from February 2lst to February 26th, or in 
the second, which lasted from the latter date 
till March 10th, that the French troops dis- 
played the most glorious heroism 4nd _ in- 
domitable powers of resistance. In the first 
battle a certain army corps resisied for five 
days and five nights the attacks of an enemy 
with a numerical superiority of four |to one. 
On the 26th these men were worn out, and 
fresh troops took their place. 

Out left of the village of Douaumont a cer. 
tain infantry brigade has opposed to the Ger- 
man assaults a wall of steel that nothing could 
break. ' 

For fourteen days those troops remained 
under the enemy’s fire. Four times they met 
the furious assaults of the Germans, and four 
times they not only repelled the enemy, but 
followed up their success with counter-at- 
tacks.

In the Glasgow Sheriff's Court yesterday 
further prosecutions of city. . merchants on 
charges of selling American ham as Irish were 
heard. Andrew Nairn pleaded not guilty to 
exposing for sale a piece of bacon, to which 
the false description, ‘‘Finest Belfast 
Smoked,’’ was affixed, contrary to the Mer- 
chandise Marks Act. 

Evidence of sale was given by Robert 
White, Inspector for the Irish Department 
of Agriculture. 

Thomas Ronayne, managing director of a 
Dublin firm, gave expert evidence that the 
ham sold to the inspectors was American ham. 

Several witnesses bags for the defence, 
They declared that Mr. White did not ask for 
a piece of Belfast, but for “a piece of that 
bacon.” The hanr sold to Mr. White was 
lying between two tickets. The salesman, 
asked if he identified Mr. White, said—* Í 
thifk I knew.

TROOPS NEEDED. 

The enemy’s great extension of the front of 
his. attack north-west of Verdun is, says the 
Daily J'elegraph’s own correspondent in 
Paris, obvious evidence of the failure of his 
original offensive. He has spread his line 
of attack on Verdun now to a breadth of 
forty miles. Along such a front he will re- 
quire something like 400,000 fresh troops for 
infantry attacks, if they are to be of any 
avali. At the present moment the enemy’s 
plan is perfectly clear, and consists of an en- 
deavour to surround Dead Man. Hill by the 
south-west, but, as [ have already explained, 
the French hold not only Dead Man Hill 
altitude 295, but Hill 34, one mile to the 
west, and also Hill 310, just above the village 
of Esnes, and have three miles south of Dead 
Mar Hill. ” The enemy is bombarding these 
positions for an obvious purpose. e can- 
not get out of Avocourt Wood, the altitude 
of which is 258 metres, without coming under 
the gunfire from the French positions imedi- 
ately to the east.

MORT HOMME. 
GERMAN MISREPRESENTATION. 


(PRESS ASSOCIATION WAR SPECIAL.) 

The following semi-official statement was 
issued in Paris last night :— 

German newspapers, after having used ob- 
ecure language regarding the Mort Homme, 
and having mixed up Hill 265 and Hill 295, 
today adopt the course of announcing that 
the Germans are in possession of both of these 
heights. This fresh statement is absolutely 
the reverse of the truth. The fact is that, 
in the course of ir attack on the 14th inst., 
on a front of over four kilometres, which was 
tepulsed, the Germans managed to gain a 
footing in an element of the first line trench 
on Hill 265. Since- then the French troops 
Lave not ceased to hold the opposite slope of 
Hill 265. As for Hill 295, the German troops 
did not set foot there at any time during the 
battle. The Germans themselves provided a 
proof that they had not reached the hill by 
making a great effort to take the Mort 
Homme (Hill 295) on the following day. Their 
attack having completely broken down, they 
contented themselves with saying in their de- 
spatches that it was the French who had at- 
tacked.

VIEWS OF THE DEPUTATION. 

Mr. W. E. Taylor, who introduced the depu- 
tation of ratepayers, said that the tremendous 
increase proposed in the rates looked as if it 
would spell ruin te many of the traders in 
the city. Mr. Ryan, a member of the Corpora- 
tion, suggested certain redactions, and he (Mr. 
Taylor) thought he was safe in saying that 
95 per cent. of the pros NÁS thought a reduc- 
tion could well be made.. The ratepayers, he 
declared, were determined that economy must 
be practised. (Hear. hear. ' 

Mr. James Brady, solicitor, said the repre 
sentatives of the Citizens’ Association did not 
attend in any hostile spirit, but they thought 
that an earnest effort should be e to keep 
the rates at the lowest possible level during 
the present hard times. 

Mr. J. H. Hunter, another member of the 
deputation, said he would hot occupy the time 
of the Council beyond suggesting that they 
would consider the interests of the citizens 
arr the points of view already put before 

em. 

Mr. Larkin and Mr. Shields having spoken, 
The Lord Mayor, replying to the state- 
ments put forward by the Qepetation, said 
the members of the Council were anxious to 
keep the rates at á reasonable figure, but it 
should be remembered that the cost of labour 
was increasing considerably, and they had to 
pay the current rate of wages, which had gone 
up considerably. They had gone very care- 
fully into all the matters relating to the rates, 
and so far as the Municipal Council was con- 
cerned, they would be very glad to do their 
best to meet the views put before them as re- 
presenting the citizens, 

Alderman T. Kelly said one of tli members 
of the deputation made a remark to the effect 
that unless you are “in the know” you 
cannot ascertain facts and figures. There was 
an opportunity now for a member of a body 
such as that represented by the deputation to 
be “in the know.” He suggested that the 
best husiness man amongst the gentlemen who 
formed the deputation might offer himself for 
co-option on the Council, and he would then 
in @ position tó discover anything that 
might be wrong or incompetent or corrupt, 
and if they did that he would be doing a 
service to the ratepayers. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE DEPUTATION. 
Mr. R. W. Booth, on behalf of the deputa- 
tion from the Chamber of Commerce, said 
they represented an association of about seven 
hundred citizens, ‘with large business in- 
terests. He read the resolution passed by 
the Council of the Chamber of Commerce, 
suggesting that if it were impracticable to 
reduce the total levy of rates below last 
year’s level, at least it should not be in- 
creased; and that the Corporation would re- 
duce the consolidated rate proportionately. to 
the increase in valuation. He emphasised the 
importance to the workers of the request, as 
if the rates were raised the traders must raise 
the prices of commodities. It affected also 
the middle and professional classes, who were 
severely hit by taxation, as well as the large 
ratepayers. 

Mr. E. H. Andrews said the fact was n@& 
that large fortunes were being made, but that 
large sums were being lost, , He business men 
in the City of Dublin. He spoke more in 
favour of small traders, who were in a serious 
position, as they could not get supplies In 
this terrible crisis, if there were somé things 
which the Corporation thought should a 
done, they should postpone them until they 
came to normal times, when he ho to see 
all pres working together for the national 
ood. He appealed to the Corporation in 
yod’s name > ee for this year, and give 
the traders of Dublin a chance of paying the 
increased Imperial taxation, which mmst be 
paid if the country was to be successful in 
the war. If the Corporation held their hand 
until the times were better, the traders of 
Dublin would meet them in an open-hearted 
manner. (Hear, hear.)

' The Lord Mayor thanked the deputation, 
and assured them that not a penny more 
than was absolutely required for efficiently 
doing the work of the Corporation would be 
spent.

THE ESTIMATES. 

Mr. Cosgrave, in moving the adoption ol 
the report of the Estates and Finance Com- 
mittee, said that the position was that last 
year they estimated for a credit balance of 
£12,000, which did not materialise; and this 
year they estimated with a debit balance of 
33,000. These two sums made up about 
£15,000, which was approximately the differ- 
ence between the two years’ estimates. It 
was, therefore, plain that the actual adminis- 
tration of the city was no more expensive this 
year than last year in the sum total de- 
manded.
